52 s Charlotte Mason, who upon rising was loudly cheered, 
said that each Annual Meeting was more p easant than 
the preceding, for year by year they had struck heir roots 
deeper, and spread them more broadly. Ihe broad character 
of their educational principles, and their somewhat elastic 
bonds had already been dwelt upon. Perhaps they could not 
now do better than repeat the formula on which the P.N.E.U. 
rested. Education was an atmosphere, a discipline, and a 
life. By atmosphere they did not mean surroundings of 
aesthetic beauty, an external harmony. Not at all. It was 
something more than that. Children have to live in the 
atmosphere which emanates from their parents, and from the 
friends of their parents. Discipline does not consist in send- 
ing Tommy when he is naughty to bed. Punishment is 
necessary, if only to vindicate the majesty of the law. A 
child should see that its mother or father is offended by wrong 
doing ; and an averted countenance is a severe trial to 
many little ones. But discipline means more than this ; it 
aims at the formation of the habits of the good life. Again, 
Education is a life ; its proper nutriment must be supplied to 
the mind ; the mind will avail itself of such part of this food 
supply as it can best use with advantage, and will reject the 
lest. This nutriment or sustenance is ideas, which should 
su Pply ij the right moral impulse, (2) the intellectual 
impulse, 3 the right spiritual impulse. Parents and those 
responsible for the training of the young, must labour to 
impart these ideas at fit times, in few words, regularly and 
requent \.
